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Verv well, Gentlemen, this is very true, 
and yet this very thing, if rightly under- 
ſtood, or rather if contider'd, was enough 
to open the Eyes of both the Nations 
And if I ſhould ſay, that thoſe 25, or ſup- 
poſe rhem 29, protefted tor a meer Loveto 
or Care of the Church, it might only 
prompt ſomebody to a5k me a Queſtion or two, 
which would be very difheult for me to 
anſwer As 

1. If among the 29, there were not 22 
at leaſt, who never heard a Sermon in 
the Presbyterian Church in their Lives, 
and world be of the firſt, who thould 
vote her Conftitutigna into her former 
Comdifion of Ruin and Deftrutiaþ— 
In ſhore, who have vn all Occaſions de- 
clared their Diſlike of and Averſion to 
her Intereſt ? 

2. Whether one of thoſe Proteftors was 
not actually expell'd a former Parlia- 
ment; for ſaying, the Presbyterian 
Church was inconiliftent with Monar- 
chy, or Words to that Purpoſe ? 

Theſe Queftions, 1 confeſs, I could ſay 
nothing to But by Silence take them 
for granted—But if any body ask me at the 
ſame time, whether it docs not plainly in- 
fer, that theſe Gentlemen have ſome other 
Aim, than the Security of the Church, in 
proteſting that the Overture is not a ſuffi- 


cient Security; I muſt own, I ſhould think 


my ſelf oblig d to anſwer in the Affirmatire, 
aud *tis my Amazement, that the People, 
whoſe Zeal for that Church is ſo warm in 
Scotland, do not ſee it too.

Out-ſide of their Actingꝑs ſeem to import. 

Thus, when ſome iu England voted, 
talk'd Fact, and blufter'd for an Occaſional- 
Bill to ſecure the Chuch, nothing cuuid be 
plainer, than that the Security of the 
Church of England was the remoteft Part 
of their Delign.

But I foreſee it too, from human Caaſe- 
quences; tor in my general Obſervations of 
things it cannot be otherwiſe; the bhoneſt 
well-meaning People of Scotland cannot be 
long hood- wink'd by the Subtilty and Arti- 
fices of theſe Men They will at laſt 
ſee the Finger of Joab in all theie things, 
and learn, that it cannot be a Love to their 
intereſt and Eftabliſhment, that obliges a 
Party to eſpouſe them in ſuch a JunQuce, 
who never valued them before, either as 
to Liberty or Religion; who never eſpous d 
their Quarrel, whether Eccleſiaſtical or 
National; it muſt be a Cant, and meer ring- 
ing the Bells backward, to hear Men talk of 
Privileges and Church-Security, who are 
known to be open Abettors of an abdicated 
Intereſt, and that fiacerely wiſh the Over- 
throw of the Nation, as to Sacred or Civil 
Settlements. 

When therefore theſe things come a little 
farther, I fear nothing for the Union ; ho-
